War Enters Final 
Phase After Fall 
Of - .. 
....

LONDON, Sept. 8 —The war for 
the western world entered its final 
and decisiv e phase tonight with 
the fall of Italy, bloody and pro­ 
longed though that phase may be. 
It was a collapse that laid the 
whole 
German 
position 
in 
the 
south open to attack ov er the full 
course of the Mediterranean, along 
whose shores immense Allied forces 
were marshalled 
and 
ready 
for 
campaigns of destiny now ahead. 
It was the first great payment 
on Hitler's bill of defeat: The loss 
to him of what was by far the 
strongest of his European allies. 
'Ilie loss was perhaps as punishing 
and fateful as was the Kaiser’s 
loss in 1918 of his southern flank 
when Bulgaria, and then Turkey 
and 
then 
Austria-Hungary, 
col­ 
lapsed. Then came catastrophe. 
The capitulation was the greatest 
turn of the war since the Russians 
demonstrated their ability to hurl 
back the Oermans. 
It had the Immediate effect of 
stripping Hitler's Balkan defenses 
of an estimated 27 Italian div isions 
and putting him in Imminent peril 
in such v ital areas as Rumania, 
whete he is believ ed to hav e been 
getting a fourth of his entire oil 
supplies. 
Southeastern Europe In Peril 
The longer range effects of Italy’s 
surrender were ev en more stagger­ 
ing to tne Nazis, for the final de­ 
feat of the first home of Fascism 
and lerm anv ’s ally put in grav e 
question Hitler's ability to hold on 
militarily anywhere in southeastern 
Europe.
